blanket, (failing the robe, then two 
blankets will have to be got); these 
should be 4-point, white HB, blankets, 
We also want for the party of four 
two axes, two kettles, (one simaller 
than the other), one frying pan, four 
tin cups, and four butcher knives, (the 
latter to be carried in the belts), in 
addition each man would need a pair 
of wel! made snowshoes, 

We come now to the provisions for 
the party. For men I would provide 
peininican, flour, tea, sugar and some 
dried fruit. Good pemmican can be 
made from beet, and in this way you 
get the essence of the meat, in smaller 

ulk, To give an idea, in the olden 
days we made 1() Ibs, of pemmican 
and 75 lbs. of dried meat from the 
fiesh and fat of two well conditioned 
buffalo cows. These cows would each 
dress at least 800 lbs., so it was a case 
of making ten into one, The regular 
ration in the H.B, Co.'s post per day 
to the mai was four Ibs, of pemmican 
or three lbs, of dried meat or eight lbs, 
of fresh mea, ! think think that 
with some bread and now and then 
some dried fruit and half a pound of 
yvemmican per day a man would stand 
hard work for a long time, 

For the dogs I would make a sort of

TARTE ON BOODLING 


Makers of modern English dic- 
tionaries will notice with interest 
the definition given with apparent 
authority by Hon. J. Tarte of the 
meaning of the word ‘“ boodler,” 
a word which is not altogether un- 
knowneven in Canadian politics. 
Mr. TarteZzave it as follows: “1 
would considera boodler to be a 
man who took advantage of his 
official position to divert public 
moneys to serve bis own personal 
purposes.” Without in any way 
desiring to detract from Mr. Tarte’s 
knowledge on this particular 
branch of political economy, it is 
respectfully sussested thxt the 
definition is not sufficiently broad. 
The diversion of *‘ public” moneys 
to serve one’s own personal pur- 
poses is, according to Mr. Tarte, 
boodling in its highest and noblest 
form, but how about the diversion 
of “private” moneys by public 
officials for theJservice of their own 
personal ends, The latter Mr. 
Tarte does not admit te be * bood- 
ling” properly so called. The 
latest authorities define the verb 
**to boodle” from}which is derived 
the common substantive *‘ boodle,” 
as a regular transitive verb in 
which the action passes from the 
agent to the object. Consequently 
it presumes that there is some per- 
son, place or thing]which is to be 
boodled, passively of course. Why 
Mr. Tarce limits his definition to 
the boodling of public moneys will 
cause some surprise, more especial - 
ly to boodlers of long standing, 
who have never limited their oper- 
ations to purely public money, but 
who have been {known to accept 
even private money from still more 
private individuals for the promo- 
tion or obstruction of public busi- 
ness. Some of his enemies have 
been rude enough to suggest that 
Mr. Tarte himself was a boodier, 
inasmuch as in 1800 he accep- 
ted $5000 from the notorious Mr, 
Ernest Pacaud of Quebec. Mr. 
Tarte’s explanation of the transac- 
tion, given on oath a few days ago 
inthe hearing of the libel charge 
against Mr. Grenier of Le Libre 
Parole, according to the report in 
the Montreal Herald is as follows: 

“Towards the end of the year 
188), orat the beginning of 1890, 
during the session at Quebec, Mr, 
Ernest Pacaud met me on the 
street or at the club, He said there 
was an award of arbitrators in 
Whelan’s favor for $140,000, and 
the amount wasin the estimates, 
The Mercier Government was 
desirous of having the session soon 
over, and if my friends, the Con- 
servatives, would allow the item 
to pass without opposition, he 
would be iu a position to give me 
five thousand dollars, was a 
simple journalist at the time, 1 
said to Mr. Pacaud, ‘I do not knov 
what my political friends will do.’ 
Mr. Taillon was then leader of the 
Opposition, and I went to him and 
asked what was his policv regard- 
ing the Whelan claim.

Mr, Tarte was to procure the 
passage by the Legislature with- 
out comment of an item of $140,- 
000 in Whelan’s favor, and actually 
received, on his own confession 
nnder oath, $5000 for services 
rendered in that behalf. This 
$5000 was not, according to Mr. 
Tarte, public money, because they 
had not actually got the $140,000 
at the time, and even when they 
did get it, it at ounce ceased to be- 
come public money, It was public 
money only until Tarte & Co, got 
their hands on it, when it immed- 
iately degenerated into private 
funds and consequently Mr, Tarte 
is outside the scope of his in 
geniously worded definition, All

‘HUDSON BAY EXPRDITION | 


The Government expedition to 
| further investigate the navigabil- 
ity of Hudson's Straits brings back 
la discouraging report. The steam- 
ler Diana, which carried the expedi- 
tion, returned last week, after 
having made six passages through 
the Straits, visited Cumberland 
Sound, explored the coast of 
Baffin Land, discovered a large 
lake in the interior, trawled for 
cod fish without success, surveyed 
both shoves of Hudson's Straits, 
visited Fort Churchill, and obtain- 
edalot of information from the 
factors there, steamed 30 miles up 
the Ungava river and reached Fort 
The expedition reports 
unfavorably upon the commercial 
value of Hudson's Bay as a steam- 
ship re owing to fogs, shoals, 
icebe.,,., cant of lighthouses and 
the count: y beirg bleak and bar- 
rer with uo communication to 
civilized regions. The expedition 
will return to make a final run 


through the Straits to determine ; 


exactly when navigation closes. 

There is a suspicion in this report 
of the wish being father to the 
thought. The people of eastern 
Canada, for selfish reasons, have 
always opposed the Hadson Bay 
route, They brought such pres- 
sure on the late Government as to 
hamper the acvion it was well 
known to be willing to take toward 
opening up the route, and now the 
Liberal Government sends out an 
expedition to show that previous 
explorers were hars and that a 
route which was used for steam- 
ships and sailing vessels before the 
membors of the Diana party were 
born is ‘of nocommercial value.” 
What is one of the reasons ad- 
}vanced? The absence of light- 
houses! Another is that there is 
no communication to civilized 
regions. Did the expedition ex? 
pect to find cities up there, with 
harbors, docks and accomodating 
pilots on little steam tugs coming 
out tomeet them? All but two 
of the reasons advanced against 
the route can be removed. Light- 
houses can be built, shoals can be 
deepened, and telegraphs or even 
cables establisned. As for fogs, 
they are plentiful on the present 
Atlantic route and icebergs are 
not an insuperable difficulty. The 
very fact of the Diana having 
made in safety six trips through 
the Straits this season, with all on 
board in good health, is itself a 
refutation of the adverse report, 
and it is not likely that an inter- 
ested finding, made at the instiga- 
tion of an interested Government, 
to gratify the prejudice of an in- 
terested people, is going to annihil- 
ate a route which the}Hudson Bay 
Co. bas used for overa century and 
toward which ia connection with 
a railway to the bay Western 
Canada looks as her savior from 
freight rates which for geogra- 
phicai reasons must always remain 
high on other routes,

AN OLD-TIME REPORT 

Speaking of Major Walsh's 
appointment as Commissioner in 
the Yukon, many old timers will 
remember an _ episode = «hich 
happened years ago when the 
same Major Walsh wasa Super- 
intendent in the Mounted Police. 
Police affairs were not then con- 
ducted with the same rigid 
economy as they are under the 
Herchmer regime. Among the 
official returns to Ottawa made by 
Major ‘Jim” Walsh from Fort 
Waleh at that time was the 
following : 

“Fourteen bags of rolled oats, 
eaten by rats.

necessary to keep the rats of the 
Territories in good condition. 
This story is vouched for by many 
ald residents of the Territories, 
who explain Major ‘Jim's” return 
by saying that his brother Lou, 
the unlimited Lou, was working 
for him at the time.

Gives the Herald Some Interesting 
Impressions. 


The Herarp had an_ interesting 
visit on Friday from Mr. R. A. Lister, 
of Dursley, Gloucestershire. r 
Lister is at the head of the weil known 
cream separator manufactory in that 
town andis member of the County 
Council for the district. 

“A great change,” said Mr. Lisver, 
“is taking place in England ate to 
the introduction of County Councils. 

Not only is the management of pub- 
lic affairs passing from the hands of the 
land owners, the old families of the 
country, into those of the business 
men, tenent farmers and the working 
classes, but the people are becoming 
more self-reliant and less subject to the 
patronizing—though I must admit, 
generally benevolent—control of the 
aristocracy. Not only this, but now 
that the common people, from whom 
Tam proud to say I have come, are 
taking a greater interest in public 
affairs, government is carried on mo 
economically and with more regaiu to 
the common weal, 

“We have in our district 28 steam 
rollers for road work, and we spent 
last year on main roads alone £75,000, 
We have the administration of the 
police, the insane asylams, the Con- 
tagious Diseases (animals) Act, the 
River Pollution Act, the Fisheries 
Preservation Act, the Explosives and 
other acts, and we promote or oppose 
the incorporation of railway and canal 
companies 1n the Imperial Parliament. 

: “To give you an instance of what 
the County Council has done along 
this last line, Our O.P.R.—the Great 
Western Railway Company—bought 
up the shares in our local canal and 
allowed it to fall into disuse. We 
took hold of that and the result was 
that the canal was very soon in oper- 
ation again.” 

“What do you think of our prospects 
in the English butter market ?” 

“Canada’s greatest competitor in 
that line is Denmark, She sent us 
last year 37,000,000 Ibs,, while Canada 
sent us leasthana million, You have 
several advantages over Denmark, 
which is only the size of Prince Ed- 
ward Island, 

“While it is true that the Danish 
farmers own their own little farms 
they are heavily mortgaged, and the 
rental! in the shape of mortgare inter- 
est amounts to $7 an acre. The Dane 
ties up his cow from the 20th Qctober 
till the following May tor the winter 
is cold and long and you need a fur 
;coat there as much as you do in 
Canada, When he turns out his cow 
in May he has to put a blanket on it. 
Then he has to feed his cows with 
ccrn imported from the United States. 
Alberta has a splendid climate, fine 
grasses, fine water. She can produce 
|e oaliait butter. Professor Robertson, | 
|who is doing s»ylendid work for you 
over in England, tells me Alberta is | 
one of the finest dairy countries in the } 
world, It is only a question of time 
when Canada will bea great butter 
exporter, and when she does she 
jwill also become a great producer 
of pork, for there is no better use for 
iekim milk that feeding it to hogs. 
Denmark does this and we take 300 
sides of pork from ber every week. 
Canadian cheese has a splendid record 
in England, Dealers prefer it over 
anv other.” 

“Now abont your own 
Lister? 

“Well, we are quite satisfied so far. 
I first came outin Di. Our cash _re- 
ceipts that year were £5. In ‘M4 they 
were £615 and this year they will be

PATTERSON'S DEATH 


HE WAS STANDING 
BOW OF THE BOAT

And Fell When the Rocks Were Struck 
The Accident Due to Mistaken

Hunter, of the Hamilion-Yukon expe- 


dition on their retera to Edmonton 
gave the following uccount of the trip 
to Grand Rapids aud the aceident 
which. resulted in the drowning ot 
Win. Patterson. They left the Land 
ing on the evening of Sanday, August 
20th, and drifted all night, and with 
only one or two stops for meals, until 
10 o'clock on Monday night. They 
tied up for the rest ot that night and 
started at tive o'clock on the morning 
ot Tuesday, Sist. Verv simitly after 
starting they passed Jae Pelican rapids 
without mishap, there being little or 
danger there, They had no guide 
from the Landing, expecting to get 
one at the Grand rapids, About four 
o'clock on Tuesday afternoon they 
reached Grand rapids. They had been 
sailing, but on coming to rough water 
above the head of the rapids they 
dropped the sail and drifted with the 
current, They had been told to land 
on the right bank above the rapids, 
but were told to keep a sharp look out 
for the police post, and that when they 
saw that they should pull ashore, As 
a matter of fact they should have 
landed at the steamboat landing on 
the right bank about a mile above the 
volice post and two miles above the 
read of the island which is also at the 
head of the rapids, They were looking 
out for the post, but when they saw it 
it was too late to pull over to it, They 
were towards the west side of the 
river when they caught sight of the 
police post, and heading for over the 
rapids by the west channel, Lang- 
worthy’s paity who were al the head 
of the island saw them coming and 
fired guns to warn them that they 
were wiong. ‘The boat was turned 
for the island, but was too far down 
stream tp reach its head. To keep 
from going down the rapids the boat 
was jammed between two rocks, 
Patterson was not asleep, as was 
reported, but was standing in the bow 
and it is believed put his fect over the 
side to ease the shock of the boat 
striking the rock, He was thrown 
overboard, The water was four or 
five feet deep with a terrible current, 
He stood fora minute or two io it 
and a plank was thrown to him which 
he seized. A rope was also thrown, 
but he did not reach it. The current 
swept him off his feet and he was car- 
ried down the rapid. The rapid is 
about half a mile in length with a 
fall of 80 feet with many rocks in it. 
Once he was swept down the rapids 
there was no chance of saving him. 
The parties on the island tried to 


reach him with a rope as he was being } 


swept down, but the attempt failed, 
A rope was brought trom the island to 
the boat by a canoe, and having been 
made fast the men held on the rope 
and waded ashore. The cargo was 
taken out safely and the boat brought 
ashore, The boat wWas considerably 
damaged, The party remained on the 
island four days searching for Patter- 
son’s body without avan. The beat 
was so much damaged that the pilots 
would not undertake to guide it 
through the rapids. The party there- 
fore decided to give up their trip for 
this season, but expect to go north by

Langwortby’s party andthe Fresno 
party left the Grand rapids for the 
north on the same day as the Hamil- 
ton party started on their return to 
Edmonton. They met the first Chi- 


cago party 40 miles{this side of Grand 
rapids and Messrs. Bell and Reid of 
Calgary, with two canoes this side of 
Pelican rapids. They met a large 
pumber of other parties on the river. 

They describe the method of making 
the portage ut Grand rapids as follows: 
Boats going down stream should land 
onthe east bank at the steamboat 
landing, about two miles above the 
head of the rapids, but there were two 
or three teepees, so that a sharp look 
out must be kept for the place. Half 
the cargo is unloaded at the landing 
and a pilot must be taken who guides 
the boat with half a load through very 
bad water and amongst rocks to the 
head ot the island, The half load is 
disebarged on the island andthe 
empty boat taken back to the landing 
for the balance of the load, which is 
also brought to the land. The H, B, 
Co, have « tramway with a handcar, 
the use of which might be arranged 
for. The empty boat is let down 
carefully by lines held on the island in 
the east channel and brought around 
to the landing at the lower end of the 
island, There it is loaded again. A 
piece of bad water has to be passed 
pear oe almost immediately below 
the island, for which a capable and 
experienced pilot is necessary. For 
the river from the steamboat landing, 
two miles above the head of Grand 
rapids, to Fort McMurray. 87 miles 
below, it is simply foolhardy to go 
without a competent pilot,
